They are James H. Griffith, Richard Hoffman, Vera 
Richmeier, all of Arlington Heights, and Benedict Dreiling, 
1516 Van Buren st., Des 
Plaines. 
Griffith has confessed ta 
taking part in the burning 
November 27 of an unoccu­ 
pied farm house, west of 
Wilke 
rd., 
Arlington 
Heights, 
throwing a lighted railroad fuse 
through a front window of the 
residence of LeRoy J. Knoeppei, 
principal of Arlington Heights 
township high school and damag­ 
ing two Crosley cars. 
Griffith admits that all these 
deeds were done between mid­ 
night and 3:50 T h a n k sg iv in g 
morning. The boys were taken to 
Evanston Tuesday morning for 
lie detector tests 
where they 
admitted that in recent weeks 
they had thrown stones through 
the windows of Herman Hinx 
Co., Kensington road, the Curtis 
gas station, Northwest highway, 
a number of the Besinger homes 
and the residence of O. Kolb, 
211 St. James, a teacher in the 
St, Peter Lutheran school.

Plans For$143, OOO 


New School 


Schaumburg 
came one 
step 
closer to its goal for a new mod­ 
ern school last Wednesday eve­ 
ning when the board of educa­ 
tion of Community Consolidated 
District 54 selected a plan for the 
proposed building from several 
studies submitted by the archi­ 
tects for the board. 
Early this year residents of 
Schaumburg township expressed 
a desire to detach from Unit Dis­ 
trict 250 and signed 
petition 
necessary to start court action for 
that purpose. 
After the detachment proceed­ 
ings were concluded in the coun­ 
ty court, elections were held re­ 
sulting in the formation of a 
Community Consolidated School 
District including all of the terri­ 
tory in Schaumburg township ex­ 
cept that part formerly belonging 
to District 43ti. The same terri­ 
tory was attached to the Pala­ 
tine high school district for high 
school purposes. 
Almost as soon as the new 
school district was formed, the 
board of education began to look 
for possible school sites and plan 
for a new school building. The 
Board employed Paul Schweick- 
her, of the firm of Schweickher 
and Elting, as its architect and 
met with their architect many 
times to discuss details of the size 
and type of building needed by 
the district. 
The final decision selecting a 
plan for a four classroom build­ 
ing with an additional multi-pur­ 
pose room was reached at the 
last meeting of the board. The 
architect was directed to prepare 
larger sized drawings of the 
floor plan and elevation for use 
in reporting to residents of the 
district at a public meeting. It is 
expected that an announcement 
of the date and place of this meet­ 
ing will be made in next week’s 
PaPer* 
.

The board of education is ad­ 
vised that the cost of such a 
building will be approximately 
$143,000 and a site on the north 
side of Schaumburg rd., slightly 
over a half mile east of Roselle 
rd., which the board believes to 
be the most suitable, will cost 
$7 300 
The board has called a special 
election for Saturday, Dec. 20, 
1952, to vote on the selection of a 
school site and bond issues to 
purchase the site and to build 
the new school building. A notice 
of this special election and the 
details of the propositions to be 
voted upon appear elsewhere in 
this issue.

In discussing ways poetry com­ 
parisons help us describe things, 
someone remembered, “The Lord 
is my shepherd.” S o m e t i m e s 
Jesus even used comparisons to 
make parables about a mustard 
seed or the light of the world. A 
boy volunteered to read St. Paul’s 
comparison of the clanging gong 
and the tinkling cymbal. We tried 
making a few comparisons; they 
were rather simple ones at first, 
like: the lights are like ice cube 
trays or egg cartons, or, her eyes 
were as large as the pumpkins 
out in the field. . 
That was the time to take note­ 
books, pencils, and eighth grad­ 
ers outside. Everyone in class 
made several 
sentence - p o e m 
comparisons.

Margot comments that 
football is not as commercialized in this “neck of the woods” 
but that coaches think football means only one thing—to win. 
She says that coaches play boy’s whether they observe 
training rules or not so long as they are good players. She 
states that football players in her school are the “wheels” 
and in certain classes some players do not deserve the marks 
they are given. 
We know that there is a lot of truth, unfortunately, in 
Margot’s comments but we would say from our own observa­ 
tions that Ela-Vernon of all the Northwest schools is probably 
the least guilty of the charges she makes against the athletic 
program. 
In fact, we don’t think the athletes get preferred 
treatment, but they are in the public eye and get a lot of at­ 
tention from the student sports fans.

In most schools around here they have to work harder 
than other students in many instances because teachers are 
conscious of their shortcomings due to eligibility requirements. 
We are afraid Margot’s charge of coaches thinking more 
about winning than some other important things connected 
with athletics is the most justified criticism of athletics in this 
area.

The annexation of suburban 
Cook county by Chicago is not 
a new idea. iSventy years ago 
even more comprehensive plans 
than are now 
being 
presented 
were revealed in the December 
9, 1932 issue of the Cook County 
Herald. It was known as the 
Griffenhagen plan and had the 
bakcing of many prominent per­ 
sons in the state. 
Some of the highlights of that 
plans were: Junior high schools, 
fewer school districts, 
unified 
police and public services over 
county, the reduction of 438 pre­ 
sent county units of local govern­ 
ment into approximately 
130 
with a direct annual saving of 
21 million dollars. 
In place of the present 155 
separate police departments in 
Cook county, it proposed metro­ 
politan police organization. Und­ 
er the Cook county board 
of 
commissioners there would be a 
country-wide metropolitan pub­ 
lic works department with 
major bureaus and a regional 
planning and zoning auxiliary- 
This public works administra­ 
tion would have a bureau of 
highways, water supply, sanita­ 
tion and parks. As may readily 
be perceived, the various county 
wide bureaus would absorb the 
scores of sewage systems, road 
building and maintenance units, 
large park boards and the like, 
resulting in great savings. 
The plan suggested the yok­ 
ing of the entire responsibility 
for making assessments with the 
county assessor and asked the 
abolishment of the township as­ 
sessors. It suggested 
that 
all 
election functions now perform­ 
ed by election 
commissioners, 
the county clerk and city can­ 
vassing board and the 
county 
judge and county board in con­ 
nection with elections, be elimi­ 
nated, and in their places would 
be a county election commission­ 
er w'ho would be responsible to 
the secretary of state. 
The Griffenhagen study *ug- 
gested the elimination 
of 
the 
county superintendent of schools, 
the school township trustees and 
the school township 
treasurer. 
The plan would have all rural 
highways arterial 
streets, 
the 
municipalities and local public 
roads in Cook county taken over 
by a metropolitan administration. 
However, all municipalities with­ 
in the area would construct and 
maintain their own local streets. 
The report closed with the re­ 
commendation that the metropo­ 
litan bureau of parks take over 
the forest preserve system and 
all park areas except those less 
than 20 acres in extent.

opposition. 
Headlines read, 
“United

lidation. Country towns organi­ 
zation is perfected. Mayor Bart­ 
lett of Evanston to head fight.” 
Commissioner William Busse ex­ 
pressed himself briefly and to 
the point when he said, “What­ 
ever you hear of a purely theo­ 
retical plan to change govern­ 
ment or taxing systems, as sug­ 
gested bv the Griffenhagen re­ 
port, it is time to look out.” 
.The dangers to taxpayers out­ 
side of Chicago are many if any 
re-organization is made includ­ 
ing any Chicago taxing bodies. 
Methods used to effect the pro­ 
posed changes were subject to 
criticism by Commissioner Busse 
when he discussed the fact that 
the revision could be made by 
an act of legislature without a 
referendum vote of the people 
concerned. “It is un-democratic 
and un-American,” said Busse. 
T. C. Hart wrote, “As the bat­ 
tle of the county towns to pre­ 
serve their individuality and the 
right to govern themselves grows 
hotter each week, a new and 
powerful force is added to the 
ranks of the county town army. 
The new force is organized agri­ 
culture, the forceful fighting spi­ 
rit of the men and women who 
own and operate farms in Cook 
county. 
O. G. Barrett, farm adviser, 
pointed out the advantages of 
farmer cooperation showing that 
a great amount of influence on 
downstate legislatures could be 
used through the cooperation of 
farm organizations. 
It now appears that the fight 
to save the Cook county rural 
districts, towns and farms alike 
will be fought out at Springfield 
with the Cook county country 
towns organization seeking the 
aid and influence of the Illinois 
Municipal League calling on the 
Illinois Agriculture 
Association 
for both to stop the gobbling up 
of Cook county by a super gov­ 
ernment. 
Meanwhile the legislative com­ 
mittee is planning bills along 
the lines of the Griffenhagen re­ 
port and if the country towns 
are to keep their independence, 
eternal 
vigilance 
and 
united 
front against the proposed super 
government will be their only 
chance to save their individuali­ 
ty and their independence.

Be Certain Of

Do not buy on price alone. A 
heating system is an investment 
in comfort for years to come. 
The actual price is not the price 
paid for the original equipment 
alone. It also includes the main­ 
tenance and fuel costs. A “cheap­ 
ened” heating system will cost 
more in the long run than one 
which has been properly design­ 
ed and correctly installed. 
Make certain that the heating 
contractor you select is a quali­ 
fied and reputable heating man. 
Check with some of his custom­ 
ers to learn about the quality of 
his work or check with local 
sources of business information 
to learn about his business integ­ 
rity. 
Specify that the installation be 
made in compliance with stand­ 
ards set forth.

Des Plaines city council heard 
many pros and cons on the $102,- 
531 street lighting project pro­ 
posed for the business district.

More Lean, Less 


Fat Sought In 


Pork Products 


More lean meat and less fat in 
pork chops and other pork prod­ 
ucts are in the cards for meat 
; consumers according to national 
live stock producer, the nation’s 
leading live stock journal. 
New hog grades adopted by the 
U. S. department of agriculture 


i for both live hogs and their car­ 
casses are designed to “lop off 
the fat” all the way from the 
hoglot to the kitchen table. 
* 
* 
* 
THE NEW EMPHASIS in hog 
production and marketing will be 
“keen on lean; hard on lard,” the 
magazine points out. 
This will result in the develop­ 
ment ofgmore “meat-type” hogs 
and higher quality pork products 
to meet the shift in consumer 
preference. 
The basic problem lies in rais­ 
ing a 200 to 230 pound meaty 
barrow that will yield 51% of its 
dressed weight in the four lean 
cuts as against a fatter barrow 
yielding only 47% of lean cuts. 
About 66-2/3% of the hogs being 
marketed today do not fit present 
day Requirements. 


WITH LARD selling at 9 cents 
a pound wholesale and our mar­ 
ket hogs dressing from 20% to 
30% of lard, the entire swine in­ 
dustry is greatly depressed. 
Such a situation may continue 
as long as hogs are sold by the 
pound. A few packers are paying 
premiums for top quality hogs. 
Most everyone in the hog indus­ 
try agrees that hogs are being 
firmed up in a manner to make a 
more attractive product on the 
meat counter. Only in rare cases, 
however, has this increased pro­ 
duct value been reflected in live 
hog prices. 
But the new hog grades, while 
working no magic to solve all the 
industry’s problems, do give pro­ 
ducers, processors and consumers 
a common goal to work toward 
in bettering the industry. 
*

* 
HERE ARE the new live hog 
and carcass grades: 
Choice No. I—hogs with the 
minimum finish required to pro­ 
duce high quality pork. Carcasses 
have a high ratio of lean to fat 
and yield about 50% of carcass 
weight in hams, loins, picnics and 
Boston butts. 
Choice No. 2—hogs that pro­ 
duce high quality pork but are 
slightly overfat and yield 45 to 
48% of carcass weight in lean 
cuts. 
Choice No. 3—hogs that pro­ 
duce high quality pork but are 
decidedly overfat. Carcasses yield 
a low proportion of lean cuts, 
normally less than 45% of weight. 
Medium—hogs are those slight­ 
ly underfinished. They produce 
flabby and slightly soft cuts of 
medium quality. 
Yield of lean 
cuts is hign but the ratio of total 
lean to fat and bone is low. 
Cull — decidedly underfinished 
hogs that produce carcasses of 
an inferior quality suitable only 
for processed meats. 


Kill Unwanted Brush 
During Winter Months 


Kill unwanted brush and woody 
plants during the winter months 
with a basal Dark spray. Use one- 
half pound of 2,4. 5-T acid in 
three gallons of kerosene, fuel 
oil or diesel oil. 
Spray this material on the base 
of the plant. Start at the ground, 
and circle the trunk with the 
spray to a height of 18 to 24 
inches above the ground. 
Satisfactory results are obtain­ 
ed only when the spray is applied 
heavily enough to start running 
down the bark.

Poultrymen Have Problem* 


But Ventilation Helps Solve Big Ones 


By IRA MILLER 
Farm Electrification Burton 


Poultrymen, too, have problem!. So 
let’e worry with them for a few min­ 
utes while we discuss one of their big­ 
gest headaches—ventilation. And, that 
means more than a system capable of 
only changing the air in the poultry 
house regularly, as important as that 
may be. It must do other filings as 


selected should be capable of remov­ 
ing 2 cubic feet of air per minute for 
each 8-pound bird in an uninsulated 
house. In warmer, insulated houses 
this fan capacity can be increased to 
8 cfm. Two fans may be used in larger 
houses, with one of them being ther­ 
mostatically controlled. One-fan eye- 
terns operate continuously. With 2- 
2an systems, both fans operate con­ 
tinuously in mild weather, but the 
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Shown above Is one type of ventilation system for poultry houses. 


well, such as keeping the litter dry, 
holding the house temperature above 
20 degrees Fahrenheit, and maintain­ 
ing inside humidity below 75%. 
A ventilation system which will 
answer the farmer’s requirements will 
save him time in cleaning eggs and 
changing litter; keep flocks healthy 
and laying satisfactorily. Also, it will 
protect the life of the poultry house 
by preventing the condensation of 
moisture on the walla and nail beads. 
Stale poultry house air contains a 
heavy concentration of ammonia 
fumes . . . and 1,000 birds will deposit 
as much as 50 gallons of water in 
litter droppings every 24 hours. So 
let’s see how both fumes end water 
can be removed while conserving a 
maximum of tha heat given off by 
the chickens—the latter, a must, if 
we ere to keep the house warm. 
The motor-driven ventilation fan 


one connected to the thermostat shuts 
off automatically ta told weather. 
Fans should be Installed near the 
ceiling. 
Fresh air Ie brought Into the house 
through inlet openings. Th cie should 
be properly designed and correctly 
located. A simple baffle type inlet 
that directs air along the wall and 
down, toward and acrose the floor 
will work satisfactorily. Each intaka 
should hava an inside area of 60 
square inches, with one intake in­ 
stalled for tech BO bird*, or 400 pounds 
of fowl weight. 
Here are some other tips for the 
poultrymen: usa a built-up litter of 
finely broken absorbant material; dis­ 
tribute tha feeders and waterers over 
the largest possible floor area to pre­ 
vent heavy concentrations of wet 
droppings in two or three trees.

self-help costs a pittance com­ 
pared to Marshall

aid,” Brooks said. “It gives these 
backward people the know-how 
so they can help themselves. 
“It gives them a chance to 
stay free.” 
Since the appeal 
of 
stomach 
Communism is to hungry people, 
Brooks explained, its appeal can 
be broken if the people are fed. 
And food production 
can 
be 
raised by agricultural know-how, 
as this country has proved. 
The “farm revolution” in this 
country has meant that whereas 
a century ago . 85 per cent of our 
population was needed to farm 
for the other 15 per cent, now 
the reverse is true — 15 per­ 
cent of our citizens feed and 
clothe the rest of us. 
And, added Brooks, food pro­ 
duction has risen 44 percent over 
the 1935-39 average.

“FARMERS cooperatives have 
been at the forefront in this rev­ 
olution,” Brooks said. “Their me­ 
thods have been active research, 
spreading information about oth­ 
ers’ research, and cutting produc­ 
tion costs.” 
He pointed out that coopera­ 
tives abroad should 
serve 
the 
same purpose. 
“Foreign cooperatives not only 
will stop the inroads of Com­ 
munism, 
he said, 
“But 
will 
build a foundation of a capital­ 
istic system.” 
“It is through cooperatives that 
small farmers are able to con­ 
tinue to own family-size farms 
to compete with large corpora­ 
tion and partnership-size farms. 
“Certainly, the 
more 
farm 
owners you have, the more capi­ 
talists you have,” he explained.

HE ADDED that the agricul­ 
tural “lag” exists not only in 
Asia, where as many as 80 per­ 
cent of the people go to bed 
hungry each night, but also ex­ 
ists in Europe. 
“Economic conditions in Eng­ 
land still are hopeless,” he said, 
pointing out that Britons still 
are on tight food rations. Of 
meat and eggs, they get an av­ 
erage of only 20 cents* worth of 
meat and one egg a week.

Cannibalism Is 


Costly In Farm 


Flocks Here 


Your hen flock will make more 
profits for you if they eat the 
mash and grain you provide ra­ 
ther than pick at each other. 
S. F. Ridlen, extension poul 
try specialist at the Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, says canni­ 
balism results in fewer eggs and 
many times in the death of hens. 
Both results mean less income 
for you. 
Most cases of cannibalism in 
farm flocks result from discom­ 
fort or dissatisfaction or both, 
Ridlen says. Some of the direct 
causes are overcrowding, idle­ 
ness, blowouts, inadequate drink­ 
ing and eating space, too close 
confinement, too few nests, the 
wrong kind of nests, floor laying 
and continuation of the picking 
habit from the growing period. 
Tests show that 
cannibalism 
may in small part be due tq jjn - 
derfeeding or to breeding back­ 
ground, according to the special­ 
ist. Since most of the causes are 
due to environment, best oppor­ 
tunity for control of the habit 
comes through good management. 
' Here are some things you can 
do to prevent birds from picking 
each other: Give them plenty of 
floor space, keep them busy by 
feeding alfalfa hay or some other 
similar feed, and remove those 
with blowouts immediately. Pro­ 
vide enough watering and eating 
space to keep the birds from 
having to wait in line, and give 
them plenty of fresh air with 
good ventilation. 
Also provide enough nests and 
darken them. Ridlen says. Ad­ 
just perches on nests and feed 
hoppers high enough 
to 
keep 
birds on the floor from picking 
the vents of birds, on perches. 
Install dropping pits. 
Do not 
overheat 
or 
overcrowd 
baby 


chicks. Debeaking can be a cure, but it needs to be done right.

Rotenone Rids Cattle 
Of Grub Menace 


Your dairy cows and beef cat­ 
tle will do better if they’re not 
bothered with cattle grubs this 
winter and with heel flies next 
summer. 
That’s the reminder of Dr. N. 
D. Levine, animal parasite speci­ 
alist of the University of Illinois 
college of veterinary medicine. 
For best results he suggests treat­ 
ing cattle with rotenone once a 
month from late December thru 
April. 
„ 
Grubs can make cattle mighty 
uncomfortable during the winter, 
as they bore through the flesh 
of the cow’s back and irritate 
the hide, Dr. Levine says. And 
in the summer, as heel flies, 
they frighten the cattle, causing 
them to run wildly around the 
pasture. 
If you have a small herd, a 
good treatment is to dust each 
animal’s back with a \V i per­ 
cent rotenone powder and rub 
it in. Or, if the herd is large, 
run the cattle one at a time 
through a runway, and use a 
high-pressure spray 
with 
I Vt 
pounds of 5 percent rotenone 
powder in IOO gallons of water. 
Dr. Levine says rotenone is 
relatively inexpensive. The bene­ 
fits derived from using it will 
more than compensate for its 
costs and the time 
spent 
in 
treating the cattle.

Own Good Record 


Keepers On Farms 


Did you know that your hens 
are good record keepers? They 
record signs on their bodies to 
indicate their past production. 
Read these signs and use them to 
cull the poor producers. 
Here’s how to interpret the 
signs: As a hen produces, she 
loses the yellow color from her 
skin. This is the order in which 
the various parts bleach and the 
time required to bleach each part 
completelv after production be- 
f ins: Vent, 7 to IO days; eye ring, 
weeks; earlobe (if white), 3 
Veeks; beak, 6 weeks, front of 
legs, 18 weeks, heel of shanks, 20 
to 24 weeks. 
Pigment leaves the backs of 
the hocks and the tops of the 
toes last. 
If, for example, your pullets 
have been in production 12 weeks, 
all of the above parts except the 
legs should be bleached. Even the 
legs should have lost a consider­ 
able amount of pigment. Cull the 
birds that show lots of yellow on 
their bodies.

Cabling Protects . 
Trees Agents 
Winter Storms 
There is much needless tree 
destruction each 
winter. 
Once 
foliage has fallen, too many home 
owners are inclined 
to 
forget 
about protecting their landscape. 
Actually, fair-sized trees should 
be secured against winter storms 
by adequate cabling. 
Of course, leaf fall lightens 
the strain on trees. But a burden 
of sleet and ice will far exceed 
the weight of summer foliage, 
warns W. H. Parker, field repre­ 
sentative of the Davey Tree Ex­ 
pert comany. 
An amateurish cabling job is 
worse than no cabling at all, ac­ 
cording to this authority. Proper 
placing of cables means proper 
balancing, which takes in many 
'factors. 
These mclude knowing 
the proper sized cable to employ, 
proper size of tag hooks and pro­ 
per fulcrums. Doing the job right 
calls for experience and ability 
to get around in the tree safely. 
Needless to say, few home own­ 
ers have the know-how or agil­ 
ity to do the job correctly. 
Cabling, when trees are leafless 
is a decided advantage. The tree 
man has unobscured vision and 
can place his cables more quickly 
and efficiently. Another asset is 
getting the services of the tree 
expert when he’s

pressed 
with the rush of spring and 
summer chores. 
Landscape friends that should 
get particular atention are silver 
maples and poplars, as well as 
other fast growing sorts. These
